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THE subject that is just now absorbing the 
attention of metropolitan establishments 
is preparation for the holiday trade. It 
may be said with truth that never in the 
history of trade have the markets been so plentifully 
supplied with attractive and elegant goods, and the 
demand for all manner of high class wares is unpre- 
cedented. As early as the middle of November se- 
lections were made, and even earlier there were 
orders in to put aside choice novelties for fastidious 
customers. 

The trade of the autumn season, while not in 
any sense extraordinary, has been quite satisfactory, 
and merchants and dealers arc fairly well satisfied 
with it. Extensive preparations are being made for 
next years' trade, which it is predicted will be very 
much better than that of the season just closing. 
Business has been depressed in all branches by the 
unsettled condition of labor and the many strikes 
and lockouts, while this is in every way disastrous, 
the heaviest burdens fall upon those who are the least 
able to bear it. 

When the workingman throws off the shackles of 
the trades' union, defies the walking delegate, and 
emerges from a bondage far more disgraceful than 
African slavery, and makes his skill the lever by 
which he holds his lien upon the world, he will begin 
to be a free man and a citizen. The need of skilled 
labor is the constant cry of manufacturers, and the 
man who can do high class work in any field of labor 
need never know an idle hour. It is men of this 
stamp, men with brains, common sense and industry 
who will own the shops and mills and control the 
machinery that does the world's work, while the mal- 
content who wastes his time in an idle endeavor to 
prevent his fellows from earning their living, will 
descend lower and lower, and finally bring his dis- 
honorable days to a close in an almshouse or a re- 
formatory. Intelligent, skilled labor needs no com- 
mittees of adjudication, no walkiug delegates and no 
organizations. It is the strongest power in the world. 
It makes the man the peer of kings. But it never 
consorts with idleness or asks the support of the 
unions. While mischief makers harangue, and those 
who live at ease upon the hard earnings of their fel- 
lows are wearing the habit and enjoying the luxury of 
ease and leisure, the wise man who is skilled in his 
business turns his back on the tyrannical and expensive 
society and lays the foundation for a business of his 
own. 

The declaration of a working man's candidate in 
the late election that a man who had a wife and a 
home had no sympathy with the discontent that so 
many idle fanatics are trying to spread abroad, is 
one that every thoughtful citizeu will do well to pon- 
der. They are taxed for the support of strikers, 
taxed to keep up the expensive machinery of the 
union, taxed to support arrogant and insulting

walking delegates in more than idleness, and 
drained of their last available dollar for all 
purposes whenever the union makes a de- 
mand. It is scarcely to the credit of average 
intelligence that they meekly take in their 
teeth the bit and bridle of the union, and 
plod, prance or run mad races as their jockey 
gives the word or applies the spur. This un- 
reliability of the working man is the incentive 
to inventors to build machines that make 
manufacturers practically independent of many 
of the more simple operatives. 

The dangerous attitudes of the malcon- 
tents have forced capitalists to combine for 
their own protection and resolve to give their 
money and patronage to the victim of the 
laborers boycott. It is a losing race for the 
laboring man as he has all of the conditions 
against him. Moreover, the laboring man who 
becomes an employer is the most severe and 
uncompromising of task masters, and if his 
disposition is evil, the most brutal and cruel of 
tyrants.

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memory of James Markham Ambler, Surgeon, who 
was lost upon tbe Jeannette Exploring Expedition, 
This tablet, the funds for which were given by the 
Medical Corps of the Navy, will be a large and im- 
portant treatment in bronze, received within a rich 
frame of oak. The size of the tablet will be about 
five feet by three feet six inches. The design includes 
a simple border, classic in treatment, with acanthus- 
leaf corners ; an oval medallion portrait of the late 
Dr. Ambler ; and below it, a long parallelogram 
which gives a representation of one of the last 
scenes in his life. Here he is seen upon the banks 
of the Lena Delta, performing his duties as physician 
towards the sick members of the party, while he 
waves his hand in farewell to the two men who are 
leaving in search of help, after having tried in vain 
to persuade him to accompany them. The auroro 
light which has been introduced back of the portrait 
and above the figure panel aids materially the effect 
of the design. The inscriptions reads as follows : 
"James Markham Ambler, M.D., U.S.N. , Lena 
Delta, October 9th, 1881." "Duty stronger than 
love of life." This work is being carried out under 
the supervision of the designer, Mr. Chas. R. Lamb, 
assisted by Mr. Joseph Lauber, one of the younger 
sculptors here.

From an artistic point of view, these papers sur- 
pass other materials designed to compete with them, 
as no European artists can produce a similar depth 
and brilliancy of colors so varied, yet blended in per- 
fect harmony. The graceful beauty of the decora- 
tion, and the decided, yet soft, curves of the relief, 
are also features of decoration brought to perfection 
in these papers- 
Economical ly, they are cheaper than other mate- 
rials of a like character, as they require no paiutiog 
or after treatment when once in position on the wail 
or ceiling, and although they maj r , at first glance, 
appear expensive, when it is remembered that they 
are indestructible, (requiring only, when dirty, to be 
waBbed with soap and water to restore them to their 



original beauty and lustre) 
and that each roll contains 
twice as much as a roll of 
English, and three times 
the quantity in a roll of 
French wall paper, it will 
be seen that this is the 
cheapest decoration in the 
market. 

Any skilled paperhanger 
can hang these papers ; 
and if the following sug- 
gestions be carried out, no 
difficulty will be experi- 
enced in turning out first 
class work : 

The edges should be 
trimmed with a knife and 
straight edge, and the 
paper well brushed (not 
soakfd) with a mixture of 
glue and paste in equal 
parts. The breadth should 
then be placed on the wall 
in the ordinary way, care 
being taken that tbe edges 
are properly butted, when 
the joint will be invisible. 
Roll with a light firm pres- 
sure, a piece of newspaper 
being placed between the 
roller and the paper to 
prevent dirt from the roller 
remaining on the paper. 
Use a dry cloth for wiping 
the joint. 
These papers are made in three different thick- 
nesses—ordinary, medium and highly embossed ; and 
except where otherwise noted, a roll contains twelve 
square yards.
